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DETAILED ACTION 

The following action is in response to the RCE filed for application 10/631,145 on March 
7, 2005. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 35 1(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 1-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Kao. With regard 
to claim 1, Kao teaches a planetary gear arrangement comprising: three rotatable members, a 
first of which is a planet carrier assembly member having at least one planet carrier member 
49/436/529 and a plurality of pinion gear members 47/437/527 rotatably mounted on said planet 
carrier member, a second of said rotatable members being disposed in meshing engagement with 
at least one of said pinion gear members, a third of said rotatable members being disposed in 
meshing engagement with at least one of said pinion gear members (Fig. la/5a/6a); a selectively 
engageable active friction damper means 54/454/554 comprised of a normally disengaged torque 
transmitting mechanism between and adapted to selectively apply a frictional engagement 
between at least two of said rotatable members within an individual planetary gear arrangement 
during a torque reversal (gear change) through said planetary gear arrangement; means for 
selectively activating said active friction damper (Col. 1). With regard to claim 2, Kao teaches 
the arrangement, wherein: said two members engaged by said active damper means are a sun 
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gear member and a ring gear member (Fig. 5a). With regard to claim 3, Kao teaches the 
arrangement, wherein: said two members engaged by said active damper means are a ring gear 
member and said planet carrier member (Fig. la). With regard to claim 4, Kao teaches the 
arrangement, wherein: said two members engaged by said active damper means are a sun gear 
member and said planet carrier member (Fig. 6a). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claim 5 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be 
allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and 
any intervening claims. 

Response to Arguments 
With regard to the Kao reference, applicant argues that there is no torque reversal, nor are 
the members within the same individual planetary arrangement. Using Figure 1 of Kao, for 
example, rotatable members 44, 47, and 42 are members of the same individual planetary gear 
arrangement. During a gear shift between 4th and 5th gear, a normally disengaged clutch 54 is 
engaged, fixing the sun and carrier (via clutch 56). Between shifts, the gearing undergoes a 
torque reversal, because the driving gear goes from driving the wheels, to being driven by the 
wheels. Applicant's arguments have been considered, but are not persuasive.
